VALUE  OF  SPAIN'S  FOREIGN  TRADE. 

Spain's  commercial  transactions  with  the  rest  of  the  world  amount 
annually  to  more  than  $300,000,000.  In  1895,  the  latest  year  for  which 
official2  statistics  are  available,  the  merchandise  imported  into  Spain 
was  valued  at  $161,829,516,  and  that  exported  at  $155,355,759,  mak- 
ing a  total  valuation  for  the  combined  import  and  export  trade  of 
$317,185,275.  This  valuation,  although  exceeded  in  1889,  1890,  and 
1891,  was  somewhat  larger  than  the  annual  average  for  the  ten  years 
1886-1895.  The  highest  value  attained  during  the  decade  was  that 
for  1891,  amounting  to  $376,545,996,  while  the  lowest  was  $285,191,890, 
recorded  for  1894.  The  yearly  average  for  1891-1895  was  $315,077,440, 
as  compared  with  $317,956,123  for  the  preceding  five  years,  showing 
that  the  general  tendency  of  the  trade  was  toward  contraction  rather 
than  expansion. 

IMPORTS  AND  EXPORTS  COMPARED. 

Iii  the  relative  value  of  Spain's  yearly  imports  and  exports  during 
the  decade  some  rather  marked  changes  occurred.  While  an  annual 
average  for  the  ten  years  shows  a  considerable  balance  in  favor  of  the 
imports,  there  were  two  years,  1888  and  1889,  in  which  the  excess  was 
decidedly  on  the  side  of  the  exports.  The  preponderance  of  the  imports 
became  more  marked  in  the  latter  part  of  the  decade,  reaching  its  maxi- 
mum in  1894,  with  a  value  of  $25,457,386.  Although  it  declined  in  the 
succeeding  year  to  $6,473,757,  the  average  excess  per  annum  for  1891- 
1895  amounted  to  $15,595,844  as  compared  with  only  $5,508,287  for 
1886-1890. 

The  value  of  the  merchandise  imported  and  exported  by  Spain  dur- 
ing each  of  the  ten  calendar  years  1886-1895,  according  to  the  official

IMPORTS  AND  EXPORTS  OF  GOLD  AND  SILVER. 

Contrary  to  the  custom  of  the  United  States  and  most  other  coun- 
tries, the  official  returns  of  foreign  commerce  published  by  the  Spanish 
Government  classify  gold  and  silver  under  the  head  of  merchandise, 
and  for  this  reason  the  statistics  here  presented  regarding  Spain's 
import  and  export  trade  include  the  shipments  of  these  metals.  As 
compared  with  the  value  of  the  total  commerce,  however,  they  form  a 
rather  insignificant  item.  The  combined  valuation  of  the  gold  and 
silver  imported  and  exported  during  the  decade  1S86-1895  hardly 
exceeded  s  10,000,000  a  year. 

The  statistics  of  importation  and  exportation  given  in  the  following- 
table  show  the  extent  to  which  gold  and  silver  bullion  and  specie  were 
included  in  Spain's  foreign  trade  during  each  year  from  1886  to  1895, 
inclusive:

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VALUE  OF  MERCHANDISE  TRANSPORTED  BY  SEA  AND  BY  LAND. 

Spain's  foreign  trade  is  largely  maritime.  Of  the  merchandise  im- 
ported and  exported  during  1891-1835  only  15.9  per  cent  was  trans- 
ported by  land,  while  84.1  per  cent  was  carried  in  sea-going  vessels. 
The  average  annual  value  of  the  land  trade  during  the  five  years  was 
$50,138,815,  and  that  of  the  sea  trade  $264,938,595.  Practically  the 
same  relation  existed  in  1886-1890,  the  sea  imports  aud  exports  of  that 
period  averaging  $265,116,266  a  year,  or  83.4  per  cent,  as  against  only 
$52,839,857,  or  16.6  per  cent,  for  the  goods  coming  and  going  by  land- 

VALUE  OF  MERCHANDISE  CARRIED  IN  NATIONAL  AND  FOREIGN  SHIPS. 

During  the  earlier  years  of  the  decade  more  than  one  half  of  Spain's 
maritime  commerce  was  carried  by  foreign  vessels,  but  since  1891  there 
has  been  a  change  in  this  respect  and  the  national  shipping  is  now  in 
the  ascendency.  The  imports  and  exports  made  under  the  Spanish 
flag  during  1895  amounted  to  $146,969,806  and  those  under  flags  of 
other  nations  to  only  $115,145,676.  While  the  average  annual  value 
of  the  goods  transported  by  Spain's  merchantmen  increased  from 
$127,965,414  in  1886-1890  to  $L39,927,308  in  1891-1895,  there  was  a 
decline  from  $137,150,852  to  $125,011,287  as  regards  the  shipping  done 
in  foreign  vessels.

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IMPORTS  BY  SEA  AND  BY  LAND. 

As  regards  the  importations  into  Spain  during  1891-1895  those  com- 
ing by  sea  formed  80.9  per  cent  of  the  total  and  had  an  average  annual 
value  of  $133,S27,643  as  against  831,508,999,  or  19.1  per  cent,  for  the 
imports  by  land.  In  1886-1S90  the  sea  imports  averaged  $131,600,118, 
or  81.4  per  cent,  and  the  land  imports  $30,120,057,  or  18.6  per  cent. 

IMPORTS  IN  NATIONAL  AND  FOREIGN  SHIPS. 

Throughout  the  decade  goods  were  imported  more  extensively  in 
Spanish  than  in  foreign  vessels.  During  1880-1890  the  imports  under 
the  Spanish  flag  averaged  $70,130,337  a  year,  and  those  under  other 
flags  $61,475,811  a  year,  while  in  1891-1895  the  yearly  valuation  was 
$72,614,496  for  the  former  and  $61,213,147  for  the  latter. 

The  value  of  the  merchandise  imported  by  Spain  in  national  and 
in  foreign  vessels,  and  also  of  the  imports  by  land,  during  each  of  the 
ten  years  18S6-1S95  will  be  seen  from  the  following;  statistics:

EXPORTS  BY  SEA  AND  BY  LAND. 

The  exports  over  the  land  frontiers  of  Spain  are  apparently  much 
smaller  than  the  imports  that  come  by  the  same  routes.  During  1891- 
1895  the  goods  exported  by  land  constituted  only  12.4  per  cent  of  the 
total  exports,  their  average  annual  value  falling  as  low  as  818,629,840, 
while  the  merchandise  that  was  shipped  by  sea  formed  87.6  per  cent  of 
the  total  and  had  an  average  value  per  annum  of  $131,110,952.  In 
1886-1890  the  yearly  exports  by  sea  averaged  $133, 510.1 18,  or  85.5  per 
cent,  and  those  by  land  only  822,713,800,  or  14.5  per  cent.

EXPORTS  IN  NATIONAL  AND  FOREIGN  SHIPS. 

The  exports  sent  abroad  in  foreign  vessels  during  1886-1890,  amount 
ing  to  $75,675,041  per  annum,  were  decidedly  larger  than  the  shipments 
made  under  the  Spanish  flag,  which  came  to  only  $57,835,077  a  year. 
During  1891-1895,  however,  the  annual  value  of  the  merchandise 
exported  in  foreign  ships  declined  to  $63,798,140,  while  that  of  the 
goods  sent  in  Spanish  merchantmen  increased  to  $67,312,812.

SPAIN'S  TRADE  WITH  LEADING  COUNTRIES.1 


The  countries  with  which  the  Spanish  merchants  have  their  most 
important  dealings  are  France,  the  United  Kingdom,  Cuba,  and  the 
United  States.  Of  the  foreign  commerce  carried  on  by  Spain  during 
1891-1895,  about  70  per  cent  was  transacted  with  these  four  countries. 
France  was  decidedly  the  leading  factor,  the  value  of  the  trade  enjoyed 
with  that  country  during  the  five  years  averaging  $98,019,259  per 
annum,  or  31.11  per  cent  of  the  valuation  placed  upon  Spain's  total 
imports  and  exports.  The  United  Kingdom,  which  ranked  second  in 
importance,  was  credited  with  22.05  per  cent,  the  average  annual  value 
of  the  merchandise  exchanged  being  $69,473,567.  Cuba  stood  third  on 
the  list,  the  trade  conducted  with  that  island  forming  10.20  per  cent 
of  the  total,  and  having  an  average  value  per  annum  of  $32,139,518. 
The  United  States,  with  6.32  per  cent,  was  the  fourth  in  rank,  the 
yearly  value  of  the  goods  transferred,  according  to  Spanish  statistics, 
averaging  $19,916,075. 

1  111  the  Spanish  returns  of  foreign  trade,  imports  are  stated  by  countries  from 
which  they  are  directly  received,  and  exports  by  countries  to  which  they  arc  directly 
sent,  without  regard  to  original  source  or  ultimate  destination.

Spain's  trade  with  the  neighboring  Kingdom  of  Portugal  was  valued 
at  $12,371,115  a  year,  or  3.93  per  cent,  and  her  commerce  with  Belgium 
at  $9,587,748,  or  3.04  per  cent.  The  trade  carried  on  with  Puerto  Pico 
was  nearly  as  large  as  that  with  Belgium,  amounting  to  $9,556,577  a 
year,  or  3.03  per  cent,  while  that  with  the  Philippine  Islands  averaged 
$8,407,013,  or  2.G9  per  cent.  The  total  value  of  the  merchandise 
annually  exchanged  between  Spain  and  her  colonies,  comprising  Cuba, 
Puerto  Pico,  the  Philippines,  the  Canaries,  and  the  various  minor  posses- 
sions, exceeded  $50,000,000. 

Germany  was  credited  with  2.37  per  cent  of  the  Spanish  trade,  Pussia 
with  1.77  per  cent,  Italy  with  1.71  per  cent,  Argentina  with  1.42  per 
cent,  Norway  with  1.25  per  cent,  and  the  Netherlands  with  1.15  per 
cent.  The  average  value  per  annum  of  the  commercial  transactions 
with  each  of  these  countries  was  as  follows:  Germany,  $7,458,433; 
Pussia,  $5,571,003;  Italy,  $5,374,649;  Argentina,  84,478.196;  Norway, 
$3,938,532,  and  the  Netherlands,  $3,634,805. 

Other  countries  with  which  Spain  had  trade  relations  during  1891-1895 
exceeding  $1,000,000  in  annual  value  were  the  following:  Morocco, 
$2,318,949;  Sweden,  $1,913,352;  Turkey,  $1,743,754;  Gibraltar,  $1,740,- 
575;  Mexico,  $1,611,036;  Uruguay,  $1,394,176;  British  Asiatic  posses- 
sions, $1,345,842;  Algeria,  $1,248,439;  Egypt,  $1,230,003;  Denmark, 
$1,212,656;  Eoumania,  $1,198,920;  the  Canary  Islands,  $1,146,398;  and 
British  American  possessions,  $1,052,490. 

The  values  returned  for  1895,  when  compared  with  those  for  1891, 
show  a  falling  off  during  the  five  years  in  Spain's  commerce  with  France, 
the  United  Kingdom,  the  United  States,  Portugal,  Belgium,  Germany, 
Sweden,  Turkey,  Uruguay,  Algeria,  Denmark,  the  Canary  Islands,  and 
the  British  possessions  in  America.  With  the  various  other  countries 
that  have  been  mentioned  Spain  increased  her  trade. 

The  extent  of  Spain's  commercial  dealings  with  each  of  the  principal 
foreign  countries  and  Spanish  colonial  possessions  during  the  years 
1891  to  1895,  inclusive,  will  be  seen  from  the  official  statistics  of  value 
presented  in  the  following  table :

SOURCES  OF  SPANISH  IMPORTS. 

Xearly  one-half  of  the  merchandise  imported  into  Spain  during  the 
five  years  1891-1895  came  from  France  and  the  United  Kingdom,  the 
former  country  supplying  28.12  per  cent  and  the  latter  20.90  per  cent 
of  the  total  imports.  The  annual  value  of  the  imported  merchandise 
received  from  France  was  $16,484,939,  and  of  that  from  the  United 
Kingdom  -§34,553,381. 

The  United  States  ranked  third  among  the  sources  of  Spain's  import 
trade,  furnishing  goods  that  had  an  annual  valuation  of  $17,101,983, 
or  10.34  per  cent  of  the  value  of  all  imports. 

After  the  United  States,  the  most  important  source  of  supply  was 
Cuba,  from  which  island  Spain  received  during  the  five  years  4.46 
per  cent  of  her  imported  wares,  the  average  value  of  the  Cuban  ship- 
ments being  $7,380,418  a  year. 

Puerto  Rico  supplied  2.64  per  cent  of  Spain's  import  trade,  the  Philip- 
pine Islands  2.55  per  cent,  and  other  colonial  possessions  less  than  1 
per  cent,  making  the  total  for  all  Spanish  colonies  about  10  per  cent,  or 
slightly  less  than  the  percentage  received  from  the  United  States.  The 
annual  value  of  the  merchandise  imported  from  Puerto  Rico  was 
$4,357,571,  and  of  that  from  the  Philippine  Islands  $4,219,699,  while 
the  yearly  imports  from  colonial  possessions  other  than  Cuba,  Puerto 
Rico,  and  the  Philippines  amounted  to  less  than  $1,000,000. 

Portugal  contributed  3.91  per  cent  of  the  goods  imported  into  Spain 
during  1891-1895,  Belgium  3.86  per  cent,  Germany  3.32  per  cent,  Rus- 
sia 3.26  per  cent,  Italy  2.31  per  cent,  Norway  2.26  per  cent,  Argentina 
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1.65  per  cent,  Morocco  1.23  per  cent,  Turkey  1.05  per  cent,  and  Sweden 
1.03  per  cent.  The  annual  value  of  the  merchandise  imported  from 
each  of  these  countries  was  as  follows:  Portugal,  $6,458,272;  Belgium, 
86,382,044;  Germany,  85,486,374;  Russia,  85,394,699;  Italy,  83,819.745 : 
Xorway,  83,728,350;  Argentina,  82,733,568;  Morocco,  82,028,123;  Tur- 
key, $1,742,941;  and  Sweden,  81,699,669. 

The  only  other  countries  that  contributed  goods  with  an  annual  value 
exceeding  $1,000,000  were:  British  Asiatic  possessions,  $1,297,451; 
Egypt,  $1,223,746;  and  Roumania,  81,197,793. 

A  comparison  of  the  values  for  1895  with  those  for  1891  shows  that 
while  there  has  been  an  increase  during  the  five  years  in  the  importa- 
tions from  Russia,  Puerto  Rico,  the  Philippine  Islands,  Italy.  Xorway, 
Argentina,  Morocco,  British  Asiatic  possessions,  Egypt,  and  Roumania, 
the  receipts  from  all  the  other  countries  mentioned  in  the  text  have 
declined.

Spain's  foreign  trade. 
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DESTINATIONS  OF  SPANISH  EXPORTS. 

Of  the  merchandise  exported  from  Spain  during  the  five  years  1891- 
1895,  about  75  per  cent  found  its  destination  in  France,  the  United 
Kingdom,  and  Cuba.  France  took  34.41  per  cent,  the  United  King- 
dom 23.32  per  cent,  and  Cuba  16.53  per  cent.  The  exports  to  France 
and  to  Cuba,  having  an  average  annual  value  of  $51,534,320  and 
$24,759,100,  respectively,  were  decidedly  larger  than  the  imports  from 
these  countries,  while  the  yearly  valuation  of  the  goods  marketed  in  the 
United  Kingdom,  amounting  to  $34,920,1  S6,  only  slightly  exceeded 
that  of  the  merchandise  received  in  return. 

Puerto  Eico  was  credited  with  3.47  per  cent  of  the  Spanish  exports, 
amounting  in  average  annual  value  to  $5,199,006,  and  the  Philippine 
Islands  with  2.84  per  cent,  valued  at  $4,247,314  a  year.  The  total 
exports  to  colonial  possessions  were  more  than  twice  as  large  as  the 
imports  derived  from  that  source. 

After  France,  the  United  Kingdom,  and  Cuba  the  most  important 
destination  of  Spain's  export  trade  during  1891-1895  was  Portugal,  the 
average  annual  shipments  to  that  country  amounting  to  $5,912,843,  or 
3.95  per  cent  of  the  total  exportations.  Puerto  Eico  and  the  Philip- 
pine Islands  followed  Portugal  in  importance,  and  then  came  Belgium 
with  2.14  per  cent  and  an  average  value  per  annum  of  $3,205,704. 

The  United  States,  which  furnished  more  than  10  per  cent  of  the 
merchandise  imported  by  Spain,  ranking  third  among  the  sources  of 
supply,  stood  no  higher  than  eighth  in  the  list  of  countries  to  which 
the  Spanish  exports  were  consigned.  The  a  verage  annual  value  of  the 
goods  sent  from  Spain  to  the  United  States  during  1891-1895,  according 
to  Spanish  statistics,  was  $2,814,092,  or  only  1.88  per  cent  of  the  total 
shipments  to  all  countries. 

The  United  States  was  followed  by  the  Netherlands  with  1.76  per 
cent,  Germany  with  1.32  per  cent,  Argentina  with  1.17  per  cent,  and 
Italy  with  1.04  per  cent.  The  average  shipments  per  annum  to  each  of 
these  countries  were  as  follows:  Netherlands,  $2,635,741;  Germany, 
$1,972,059;  Argentina,  $1,744,628,  and  Italy,  $1,554,904. 

Other  countries  to  which  Spain  distributed  merchandise  valued  at 
more  than  $1,000,000  per  annum  during  the  five  years  were  Mexico, 
$1,409,176,  and  Uruguay,  $1,031,273. 

From  a  comparison  of  the  returns  for  1891  and  1895  it  appears  that 
the  exports  to  the  United  Kingdom,  Cuba,  Portugal,  Puerto  Eico,  the 
Philippine  Islands,  Belgium,  Netherlands,  Argentina,  and  Italy 
increased  during  the  five-year  period,  while  the  shipments  to  the  vari- 
ous other  countries  mentioned  declined. 

The  value  of  the  merchandise  exported  from  Spain  to  each  of  the 
principal  foreign  countries  and  Spanish  colonies  during  the  five  calen- 
dar years  1891-1895  will  be  seen  from  the  following  statistics :

YALUE  OF  THE   MERCHANDISE   TRANSPORTED  BETWEEN  SPAIN  AND 
THE  PRINCIPAL  FOREIGN  COUNTRIES  IN  SPANISH  SHIPS. 

As  lias  already  been  shown,  the  average  annual  value  of  the  foreign 
trade  conducted  by  Spain  in  her  own  vessels  during  the  five  ye;  rs 
1891-181)5  amounted  to  $139,927,307.  More  than  05  per  cent  of  this 
commerce  was  transacted  with  three  countries — France.  Cuba,  and  the 
United  Kingdom.  The  average  yearly  value  of  the  goods  transported 
to  and  from  France  in  Spanish  vessels  was  $32,655,478,  or  23. 31  per 
cent  of  the  total.  The  merchandise  exchanged  with  ('aba  in  Spanish 
ships  was  only  slightly  less  valuable  than  that  with  France,  averaging 
*  32, 001,530  a  year,  or  22.92  per  cent,  while  the  annual  value  of  the 
goods  carried  to  and  from  the  United  Kingdom  by  Spain's  merchant- 
men amounted  to  $27,069,104,  or  19.31  per  cent. 

After  the  three  countries  mentioned.  Puerto  Kico,  the  United  States, 
the  Philippine  Islands,  Germany,  Belgium,  Morocco,  and  Italy,  in  the 
order  named,  were  the  most  important  factors  in  this  trade.  The  com- 
merce conducted  with  Puerto  Kico  in  national  vessels  formed  0.79  per 
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cent  of  the  total  and  had  an  average  animal  value  of  $9,499,149.  That 
with  the  United  States  averaged  $9,302,723  per  annum,  or  only  6.65 
per  cent,  which  was  but  a  trifle  more  than  the  share  recorded  for  the 
far  distant  Philippines,  these  islands  being  credited  with  6.04  per  cent, 
valued  at  $3,444,142  a  year.  The  merchandise  exchanged  with  Ger- 
many in  Spanish  vessels  had  an  average  value  of  $4,340,442  a  year,  or 
3.10  per  cent,  and  that  with  Belgium  one  of  $3,559,610,  or  2.54  per  cent. 
31  orocco's  share  was  1.29  per  cent,  with  an  average  yearly  value  of 
$1,800,005,  and  Italy's  1.21  per  cenr,  valued  at  $1,693,169  per  annum. 
The  only  other  countries  with  which  merchandise  worth  more  than 
$1,000,000  a  year  was  exchanged  by  means  of  Spanish  vessels  during 
1891-1895  were:  Mexico,  $1,350,033;  Algeria,  $1,177,508;  and  the 
Canary  Islands,  $1,145,953.

Fully  one-fourth  of  the  merchandise  brought  to  Spain  by  national  ships 
during  1891-189.")  came  from  the  United  Kingdom.  The  average  annual 
value  of  the  goods  imported  from  that  country  in  Spanish  vessels  during 
the  five  year  s  amounted  to  819,515,288,  or  20.92  per  cent  of  the  imports 
from  all  sources.  France  supplied  19.48  i)er  cent,  the  average  value 
being  $14,143,107  a  year.  From  the  United  States,  which  ranked  third 
among  the  sources  of  this  trade,  Spanish  merchantmen  transported 
goods  having  an  average  yearly  value  of  89,215,381,  or  12. G9  per  cent. 
From  the  Island  of  Cuba  they  received  10.0S  per  cent  of  their  trade, 
worth  87,316,103  a  year.  The  average  value  per  annum  of  the  mer- 
chandise brought  from  Puerto  Rico  was  $1,300,390,  or  5.92  percent, 
and  of  that  from  the  Philippine  Islands  81,197,039,  or  5.78  per  cent. 
Germany  furnished  4.91  per  cent  and  Belgium  3.90  per  cent,  the  aver- 
age yearly  value  of  the  goods  amounting  to  83,502,940  and  82,832,010, 
respectively.  Other  countries  from  which  Spaims  merchant  vessels 
brought  cargoes  worth  more  than  81,000,000  per  annum  were  Morocco 
and  Italy,  the  receipts  amounting  to  81,517,329,  or  2.09  per  cent  for  the 
former  country,  and  81,420,455,  or  1.90  per  cent  for  the  latter.

VALUE  OF  THE  MERCHANDISE  EXPORTED  FROM  SPAIN  TO  THE 
PRINCIPAL  FOREIGN  COUNTRIES  IN  SPANISH  SHIPS. 


Of  the  merchandise  shipped  from  Spain  in  Spanish  vessels  during 
1891-1895  about  one-half  was  sent  to  the  three  principal  colonies — Cuba, 
Puerto  Eico,  and  the  Philippines.  The  Island  of  Cuba,  which  was  by 
far  the  most  important  destination  of  this  trade,  received  goods  to  the 
extent  of  $24,748,373  a  year,  or  36.77  per  cent  of  the  total  shipments. 
Puerto  Eico  took  7.72  per  cent  of  the  exports  carried  by  Spanish  mer- 
chantmen, and  the  Philippines  6.31  per  cent,  the  average  annual  valu- 
ation being  $5,198,759  for  the  former  colony  and  $4,246,503  for  the 
latter. 

After  the  Island  of  Cuba,  France  was  the  most  important  destination 
of  this  export  trade.  The  shipments  to  French  ports  formed  27.50  per 
cent  of  the  total  and  averaged  $18,512,371  a  year.  The  United  Kingdom 
took  consignments  amounting  to  11.18  per  cent  of  the  total  and  hav- 
ing an  average  annual  value  of  $7,523,816.  The  only  other  destina- 
tion to  which  exports  exceeding  $1,000,000  per  annum  were  carried 
in  Spanish  vessels  was  Mexico,  the  figures  for  that  country  being 
$1,169,914,  or  1.74  per  cent. 
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The  statistics  presented  in  the  following  table  show  the  value  of  the 
exported  goods  carried  by  the  merchantmen  of  Spain  to  each  of  the 
principal  foreign  countries  aud  colonial  possessions  from  1891  to  1895, 
inclusive:

AGRICULTURAL  IMPORTS. 

An  examination  into  the  character  of  the  goods  imported  into  Spain 
shows  that  products  of  agriculture  occupy  a  position  of  considerable 
importance.  The  principal  agricultural  imports,  in  the  order  of  their 
value,  are  cotton,  wheat,  tobacco,  sugar,  hides  and  skins,  coffee,  coco;;, 
wool,  and  live  stock.  Cotton,  which  holds  the  foremost  place  among 
the  agricultural  imports,  is  also  the  leading  item  of  the  entire  import 
trade.  During  the  five  years  1891-1805  it  was  imported  to  the  extent 
of  $15,730,667  per  annum.  The  average  annual  value  of  the  wheal 
imported  amounted  to  $9,214,895,  while  the  yearly  imports  of  tobacco, 
including  manufactures  of,  were  valued  at  $6,809,823.  The  importa- 
tion of  sugar,  including  glucose,  reached  an  average  annual  value  of 
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$4,970,727,  and  that  of  hides  and  skins,  including  leather,  one  of 
$3,525,488.  Coffee  and  its  substitutes  were  imported  to  the  average 
value  per  annum  of  $2,771,864,  and  the  average  yearly  imports  of  cocoa 
were  nearly  as  large,  amounting"  to  $2,668,300.  The  importation  of 
wool,  including  hair,  averaged  $2,549,698  a  year,  and  that  of  live  ani- 
mals $2,134,648.  The  total  value  per  annum  of  the  above  imports  was 
about  $50,000,000. 

Other  agricultural  products  imported  quite  extensively  during  the 
five  years  were  silk,  vegetable  oils,  spirits,  vegetable  fibers  other  than 
cotton,  cereals  other  than  wheat  and  millet,  flax  and  hemp,  wheat  flour, 
and  wine. 

NONAGRICULTURAL  IMPORTS. 

Of  the  non  agricultural  products  imported  into  Spain  during  1891- 
1895  the  most  important  were  coal,  timber  and  lumber,  machinery,  fish, 
iron  and  steel  and  their  manufactures,  chemical  products,  and  woolen 
fabrics.  The  imports  of  coal,  including  coke,  attained  an  average 
annual  value  of  $9,514,642,  exceeding  all  other  items  except  cotton. 
The  yearly  value  per  annum  of  the  timber  and  lumber  imported 
amounted  to  $8,078,333,  and  that  of  machinery,  including  parts  of,  to 
$5,829,961.  Codfish  and  stock  fish  were  imported  to  the  extent  of 
$5,002,932  a  year.  The  average  annual  importation  of  iron  and  steel 
and  their  manufactures  was  valued  at  $4,144,101,  that  of  chemical 
products  at  $3,695,942,  and  that  of  woolen  fabrics  at  $3,309,610. 

Other  nonagricultural  imports,  having  an  average  anuual  value  in 
excess  of  $1,000,000,  were  linen  and  hempen  thread  and  yarn,  mineral 
oils  consisting  chiefly  of  petroleum,  ships  and  boats  of  all  kinds,  silk 
fabrics,  cotton  fabrics,  copper  and  brass,  and  furniture,  including  other 
manufactures  of  wood.

IMPORTS  OF  COAL  BY  COUNTRIES. 

Coal,  which  constitutes  the  most  important  item  among  Spain's  non- 
agricultural  imports,  is  procured  chiefly  from  the  United  Kingdom.  Of 
the  total  receipts  during  the  years  1891  to  1895,  inclusive,  92.33  per 
cent  came  from  that  country,  the  purchases  amounting  to  $7,G99,880  a 
year.  Small  imports  were  received  also  from  France,  the  Netherlands, 
and  Belgium.  The  receipts  from  the  United  States  amounted  to  less 
than  1  per  cent  of  the  total,  and  had  an  average  annual  value  of  only 
$13,747.

AGRICULTURAL  EXPORTS. 

AVines  are  decidedly  the  most  important  item  in  Spain's  export  trade. 
The  average  yearly  value  of  the  shipments  during  1891-1895  amounted 
to  829,107,571.  Fruits  and  nuts  rank  second  among  the  agricultural 
exports,  with  an  average  value  per  annum  of  $13,439,756.  Fresh  fruits 
were  exported  to  the  extent  of  $6,510,S42  a  year,  and  dried  fruits  and 
nuts  to  the  extent  of  80,928,914.  Oranges  comprise  the  principal  item 
under  fresh  fruits,  although  grapes  and  lemons  are  also  shipped  quite 
extensively.  Of  the  dried  fruits,  raisins  form  the  chief  part,  while  the 
nuts  exported  consist  largely  of  almonds  and  hazelnuts. 

After  fruits  and  nuts,  the  most  important  agricultural  export  is 
olive  oil.    The  exports  of  this  commodity  during  1891-1895  averaged 
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$3,292,099  yearly.  Live  animals  were  exported  to  the  extent  of 
$2,735,516  a  year;  preserved  foods,  $2,155,915;  wool,  including*  hair, 
$2,036,885;  and  hides,  skins,  and  leather,  $1,622,736.  Garden  produce 
was  exported  in  considerable  quantities,  the  shipments  consisting 
chiefly  of  onions  and  garlic,  and  having  an  average  annual  value  of 
$1,392,776.  Spices  were  also  an  item  of  some  importance,  the  yearly 
export  value  averaging  $1,250,245.  Of  breadstuff's,  the  i)riucipal  item 
exported  was  wheat  flour,  with  an  average  value  per  annum  of  $1,210,- 
574.  The  combined  export  values  of  the  several  cereals,  including  rice, 
averaged  $1,120,386  a  year.  Esparto  grass  was  exported  to  the  extent 
of  $1,060,124  annually.  Other  agricultural  exports  of  some  importance 
were  vegetables,  of  which  chick-peas  formed  the  principal  item,  raw 
silk  and  cocoons,  meats,  spirits,  and  chocolate. 

NON AGRICULTURAL  EXPORTS. 

The  leading  nonagricnltural  exports  from  Spain  are  metals  and 
mineral  ores.  The  average  annual,  value  of  the  metals  exported  dur- 
ing 1891-1895,  not  including  gold  and  silver,  was  $17,108,247,  and  that 
of  the  mineral  ores  $15,511,104.  Among  the  metals  lead  formed  the 
principal  item.  Copper  and  brass  were  second  in  importance,  mercury 
third,  and  iron  and  steel  fourth.  The  leading  ores  exported  were  iron 
and  copper. 

After  metals  and  mineral  ores  the  most  important  nonagricultural 
exports,  with  their  average  yearly  values,  were:  Cotton  fabrics, 
$8,006,591;  boots  and  shoes,  $4,794,018;  silver  bullion  and  coin, 
$4,640,168;  and  cork,  $4,580,039.  The  only  other  nonagricultural  item 
with  an  export  value  exceeding  $1,000,000  was  paper  and  its  manufac- 
tures, amounting  to  $1,356,644.

SHIPPING  AND  NAVIGATION. 

SPANISH  MERCHANT  MARINE. 

On  December  31,  1895,  the  latest  date  for  which  there  are  available 
statistics,  the  merchant  marine  of  Spain  comprised  1,783  vessels,  hav- 
ing an  aggregate  tonnage  of  719,572.  Compared  with  the  statistics  for 
1S8G,  ten  years  before,  which  placed  the  number  of  vessels  at  1,767  and 
their  tonnage  at  600,251,  the  figures  for  1895  show  a  slight  increase  in 
the  size  of  the  fleet  and  a  rather  marked  one  in  its  tonnage.  As  has 
been  the  case  with  the  merchant  fleets  of  other  countries,  vessels 
propelled  by  steam  have  been  gradually  replacing  those  under  sail. 
While  the  steam  vessels  increased  from  431,  with  a  tonnage  of  381,060, 
in  1S86  to  523,  with  a  tonnage  of  526,310,  in  1895,  the  number  of  sailing- 
vessels  declined  in  the  same  period  from  1,336  to  1,260,  and  their  ton- 
nage from  216,191  to  193,232.  The  average  tonnage  of  the  1,783  vessels 
comprising  the  fleet  in  1895  was  401,  while  that  of  the  1,707  vessels 
reported  in  1886  was  only  340.

NUMBER  OF  VESSELS  ENGAGED  IN  SPAIN'S  FOREIGN  TRADE. 

During  the  calendar  year  1895  there  were  entered  and  cleared  at 
Spanish  ports  36,850  merchant  vessels.  Of  these  vessels  19,109  carried 
the  Hag  of  Spain  and  17,(587  that  of  other  nations.  T  rior  to  1893  for- 
eign vessels  were  more  numerously  employed  in  Spain's  carrying  trade 
than  her  own  ships,  but  during  that  and  succeeding  years  the  number 
of  national  merchantmen  entered  and  cleared  exceeded  all  others.  The 
average  number  per  annum  of  Spanish  vessels  entered  and  cleared 
increased  from  10,584  in  188G-1890  to  17,313  in  1891-1895,  while  that 
of  foreign  craft  fell  from  20,270  in  the  former  period  to  18.129  in  the 
latter,  showing  that  Spain's  merchant  fleet  is  becoming  a  more  impor- 
tant factor  than  formerly  in  her  international  trade.

TONNAGE  OF  VESSELS  ENGAGED  IN  SPAIN'S  FOBEIGN  TRADE. 

Although  the  number  of  Spanish  vessels  entered  and  cleared  in  the 
trade  with  other  countries  during  1895  exceeded  that  of  foreign  ships, 
the  total  tonnage  of  the  latter  was  somewhat  the  greater,  amounting  to 
13,084,66^,  as  against  12,237.818  for  the  Spanish  vessels.  The  combined 
tonnage  of  national  and  foreign  ships  amounted  to  25, 922. 480.  the  lar- 
gest recorded  for  any  year  of  the  decade  1880-1895.  The  average 
yearly  tonnage  for  the  five  years  1891-1895  was  24,374,939,  while  that  for 
the  preceding  five  years  was  only  22.199.590.  This  increase  was  due  to 
the  growth  in  the  tonnage  of  the  Spanish  merchantmen,  which  averaged 
11,322,051  per  annum  for  1891-1895,  as  compared  with  9,362,906  for 
188G-1S90.  The  average  annual  tonnage  of  the  foreign  vessels  entered 
and  cleared  fell  from  13.130,681  in  1880-1890  to  13,052,885  in  1891-1895.

CUSTOMS  DISTRICTS  OF  SPAIN. 

A  comparison  of  the  number  of  merchant  vessels  entered  and  cleared 
at  the  various  ports  of  Spain  during  the  five  years  1891-1S95  shows 
that  the  nation's  shipping  is  conducted  somewhat  more  extensively 
from  the  customs  districts  along  the  Atlantic  seaboard  than  from  those 
on  the  Mediterranean  coast.  According  to  the  annual  records  for  the 
period  mentioned,  the  number  of  ships  entered  and  cleared  at  the  cus- 
toms districts  bordering  on  the  Atlantic  amounted  to  19,701  a  year,  as 
against  15,738  for  the  districts  along  the  Mediterranean.  The  leading 
district  of  all  was  that  of  Cadiz,  situated  on  the  southwestern  Atlantic 
coast,  the  average  number  of  vessels  entered  and  cleared  per  annum 
amounting  to  5,407,  or  15.25  per  cent  of  the  total  number  for  all  ports. 
The  district  of  Yizcaya,  on  the  northern  Atlantic  seaboard,  ranked  very 
close  to  that  of  Cadiz,  having  an  annual  record  of  5,371,  or  15.1G  per 
cent  of  the  total.  After  Cadiz  and  Vizcaya,  the  Barcelona  district,  on 
the  Mediterranean  Sea,  was  most  important,  the  average  number  of 
entrances  and  clearances  per  annum  being  2,991.  Valencia,  another 
Mediterranean  district,  came  next  with  2,682,  followed  closely  by  Huelva, 
on  the  Atlantic,  with  2,431,  and  Alicante  and  Malaga,  on  the  Mediter- 
ranean, with  2,395  and  2,140,  respectively.  Other  districts  with  records 
exceeding  1,000  were  Sautander,  Poutevedra,  Coruna,  and  Guipuzcoa, 
on  the  Atlantic,  and  Murcia  and  Tarragona,  on  the  Mediterranean.

According'  to  tlieofficial  records  showing*  the  number  of  vessels  entered 
at  the  various  ports  of  Spain  during  1891-1895,  the  customs  district  of 
Cadiz  is  credited  with  3,051  a  year,  or  16.55  per  cent  of  the  total,  and 
that  of  Yizcaya  with  2,681,  or  11.56  per  cent.  The  average  annual 
number  entered  at  Barcelona  was  1,717.  Huelva  ranked  next  with  a 
record  of  1,245;  Valencia  with  1,201,  Alicante  with  1,070.  and  Malaga 
with  1,019  were  the  only  other  districts  having  records  exceeding  1.000.

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NUMBER  OF  VESSELS  CLEARED. 

Although  the  customs  district  of  Cadiz  ranked  first  as  regards  the 
number  of  vessels  entered  from  189 L  to  1895,  inclusive,  in  the  number 
cleared  during  that  period  it  was  surpassed  by  the  Vizcaya  district, 
which  had  a  record  of  2,690  a  year,  or  15.82  per  cent  of  the  total  num- 
ber cleared  at  all  ports.  The  average  annual  number  cleared  at  the 
Cadiz  district  was  2,356,  or  13.85  per  cent.  At  the  district  of  Valencia, 
which  ranked  third  in  number  of  ships  cleared,  the  annual  average 
was  1,481.  Other  districts  with  more  than  1,000  clearances  per  annum 
were  Alicante,  1,325  $  Barcelona,  1,274;  Huelva,  1,186,  and  Malaga,  1,127.

Official  statistics  regarding  the  tonnage  of  the  merchandise  carried 
by  vessels  that  were  entered  and  cleared  at  Spanish  ports  during  1891- 
1895  show  that  43.14  per  cent  of  the  trade,  measured  by  the  weight  of 
the  goods,  passed  through  the  customs  district  of  Vizcaya.  The  dis- 
trict of  Huelva  ranked  second  in  this  regard  with  10.88  per  cent,  and 
that  of  Barcelona  third,  with  10. 09  per  cent.  Murcia  had  5.35  per  cent, 
Santander  5.23  per  cent,  Valencia  5  per  cent,  and  each  of  the  remain- 
ing districts  less  than  4  per  cent.

An  analysis  of  Spain's  shipping,  based  upon  the  tonnage  of  the  mer- 
chandise carried  by  the  vessels  entered  and  cleared  in  the  foreign  com- 
merce, places  the  United  Kingdom  far  above  all  other  countries  as 
regards  the  weight  of  the  goods  exchanged.  Of  the  total  tonnage 
transported  to  and  from  Spanish  ports  during  the  years  1S91  to  181)5, 
inclusive,  57.75  per  cent  was  carried  by  merchantmen  entered  and 
cleared  in  the  trade  with  the  United  Kingdom.  France  ranked  second 
in  this  respect,  with  12.97  per  cent  of  the  total,  and  the  Netherlands, 
with  8.52  per  cent,  stood  third.  The  United  States,  witli  a  record  of 
3.91  per  cent,  was  the  fourth  country  in  importance.  Then  came  Bel- 
gium with  2.35  per  cent,  Cuba  with  2.31  per  cent,  and  Russia  with  2.2J 
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per  cent.  The  only  other  countries  credited  with  more  than  1  per 
cent  were  Germany,  1.53  per  cent;  Italy,  1.24  per  cent,  and  Argentina, 
1.15  per  cent.

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THE  SPANISH  TARIFF. 

DUTIES  LEVIED  UPON  IMPORTED  AGRICULTURAL  PRODUCTS. 

The  system  of  import  duties  employed  by  the  Spanish  Government 
embraces  three  distinct  tariffs.  The  first,  or  general  tariff,  comprises 
such  duties  as  are  levied  upon  all  imports  not  affected  by  international 
conventions  or  by  special  concessions  of  any  character.  The  second, 
or  conventional  tariff,  is  applied  to  imports  from  countries  that  have 
entered  into  commercial  conventions  with  Spain,  but  are  not  entitled 
by  these  conventions  (o  the  treatment  accorded  the  most  favored 
nation.  The  third,  or  special  tariff,  comprising  the  lowest  rates 
granted,  is  applicable  only  to  imports  from  countries  that  have  treaties 
with  Spain  giving  them  the  rights  of  the  most  favored  nation. 

At  present  the  nations  enjoying  commercial  treaties  with  Spain  by 
which  they  are  entitled  to  the  rates  of  the  third  or  minimum  tariff'  are 
Argentina,  Austria-Hungary,  Belgium,  Bolivia,  Chile,  Costa  Rica, 
Denmark,  France,  Germany,  Great  Britain  and  colonies,  Guatemala, 
Hawaii,  Italy,  Japan,  Mexico,  Morocco,  Netherlands  and  colonies,  Nica- 
ragua, Norway,  Paraguay,  Persia,  Peru,  Portugal,  Russia,  Salvador, 
Sweden,  Switzerland,  Turkey,  Uiuguay,  and  Venezuela. 

The  countries  that  have  commercial  conventions  with  Spain  entitling 
them  to  lower  duties  than  those  of  the  general  tariff,  but  not  as  low  as 
those  of  the  minimum  tariff,  are  Annam,  China,  Colombia,  Ecuador, 
and  Siam. 

The  United  States  is  about  the  only  nation  of  commercial  importance 
against  which  the  rates  of  the  general  or  maximum  tariff  is  enforced, 
and  as  these  rates  are  in  some  cases  much  higher  than  the  conventional 
duties  granted  by  the  second  and  third  tariffs,  our  products  are  to 
that  extent  placed  under  a  disadvantage  in  competing  for  the  Spanish 
market. 

Several  tables  are  appended,  showing  the  various  duties  levied  on 
agricultural  products  imported  iuto  Spain.  The  rates  quoted  are  those 
of  the  tariff  of  1892  as  published  in  the  Bulletin  International  des 
Douanes  (International  Customs  Journal),  amended  by  the  latest  avail- 
able information.  The  original  data  are  supplemented  by  a  statement 
of  their  equivalents  in  United  States  denominations.  The  duties  are 
as  follows :
